TOKYO,  (AP)— Foreign  Minister 
Chen  Yi  or  Red  China  said  today 
the  Chinese  Army  can  repulse  any 
invasion  of  its  mainland  by  the 
United  States,  the  newspaper  Asahi 
reported  from  Pekin. 

“WE  WELCOME  an  invasion  by 
the  United  States  together  with 
India  ...  we  have  waited  16  years 
for  an  American  invasion,”  Chen  Yi 
was  quoted  as  saying. 

Asahi  said  Chen  Yi  made  the 
statement  at  a news  conference 
attended  by  foreign  newsmen  in 
Peking.  “We  are  prepared  for  an. 
attack  by  the  United  States  to- 
morrow,” Asahi  quoted  Chen  Yi 
as  saying.  The  newspaper  said  he 
predicted  such  an  attack  would  end 
in  victory  for  the  Chinese  army. 

Chen  Yi  also  said  China  will  not 
join  the  United  Nations  because  the 
world  body  is  “a  tool  of  U.S. 
agression,”  and  that  there  can  be 
no  settlement  on  the  Viet  Nam  is- 
sue until  U.S.  forces  withdraw  from 
South  Viet  Nam,  Asahi  said. 

HE  WAS  QUOTED  as  saying 
the  United  Nations  has  no  right  to 
intervene  in  the  Viet  Nam  war. 
Peking  radio  has  not  yet  broadcast 
Chen  Yi’s  statements. 

Other  Chinese  leaders  said  ear- 
lier this  month  they  are  not  afraid 
of  war  with  the  United  States. 

ON  SEPT.  3,  Qefense  Minister 
Lin  Piao  said  China  is  not  afraid 
to  engage  in  a war  with  the  United 
States  and  Lo  Jui-Ching,  Chief  of 
Staff  of  the  Chinese  Army,  de- 
clared : 

“If  U.S.  imperialism  should  dare 
to  send  its  trooos  to  invade  China, 
the  fate  awaiting  it  can  be  none 
other  than  complete  destruction.”

For  Fulbright  Grants 


The  Institute  of  International  Ed- 
ucation (HE)  reports  that  com- 
petition for  Fulbright  Scholarships 
for  study  abroad  in  1966-67  will 
close  shortly. 

THE  fulbright  Scholarships 
are  Federal  grants  for  graduate 
study  or  research,  or  for  study  and 
professional  training  in  the  creative 
and  performing  arts. 

Application  forms  and  informa- 
tion for  students  currently  enrolled 
at  BYU  may  be  obtained  from  the 
campus  Fulbright  Program  Advis- 
er, Dean  Wesley  P.  Lloyd.  The 
deadline  for  filing  applications  is 
Nov.  1. 

ME  conducts  competitions  for 
the  U.S.  Government  scholarships 
offered  under  the  Fulbrigh-Hays 
Act  as  part  of  the  educational  and 
cultural  exchange  program  of  the 
Department  of  State.  This  program 
provides  more  than  900  grants  for 
study  in  54  countries. 

Applicants  must  be  U.S.  citi- 
zens, who  will  hold  a bachelor’s 
degree  or  its  equivalent  by  the 
beginning  date  of  the  grant,  and 
who  have  language  proficiency  suf- 
ficient to  carry  out  the  proposed 
projects. 

EXCEPTIONS  are  made  in  the 
case  of  creative  and  performing 


artists  who  need  not  have  a bache- 
lor’s degree  but  must  have  four 
years  of  professional  study  or  equi- 
valent experience. 

Social  workers,  on  the  other 
hand,  must  have  at  least  two  years 
of  professional  experience  after 
the  Master  of  Social  Work  degree, 
and  applicants  in  the  field  of  medi- 
cine myst  have  an  M.  D.  at  the 
time  of  application. 

THREE  KINDS  of  grants  are 
available:  (1)  Full  awards  which 
provide  tuition,  maintenance, 
round-trip  transportation,  health 
and  accident  insurance  and  an  in- 
cidental allowance.  More  than  48 
countries  participate  in  this  pro- 
gram. I 

(2)  Joint  U.S.  — Other  Govern- 
ment grants  which  combine  tuition 
and  maintenance  from  a foreign 
government,  plus  travel  costs  from 
the  U.S.  government.  These  grants 
are  available  in  Poland,  Rumania, 
and  Yugoslavia. 

(3)  TRAVEL-ONLY  grants  which 
supplement  maintenance  and  tui- 
tion scholarships  granted  to  Ameri- 
can students  by  universities,  pri- 
vate donors,  and  foreign  govern- 
ments. Participating  countries  are 
Austria,  Brazil,  Denmark,  France, 
German.  Iceland,  Israel,  Italy,  the 
Netherlands,  and  Sweden.

“What  do  you  mean  I don’t 
have  to  take  that  math  course 
now?  Why  didn’t  you  tell  me 
sooner  so  I could  change  my 
schedule?”  That  was  the  cry 
heard  all  over  the  Fieldhouse  dur- 
ing registration.  The  advisors 
were  swamped  by  19,000  students 
seeking  their  signatures  and  did 
not  have  time  to  fully  explain 
why  or  how. 


Meeting  two  or  three  times 
week  toward  the  end,  the  dis 
sion  became  so  involved 
President  Crockett  was  promi 
to  quote  to  them  the  adage 
“it  is  as  easy  to  change  a 
riculum  as  it  is  to  move  a ce 
tery.”

LAST  OCTOBER  President  Earl 
C.  Crockett,  acting  in  the  absence 
of  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
called  Dean  B.  West  Belnap  to  be 
chairman  of  a committee  to  form- 
ulate new  curriculum  require- 
ments. Chosen  by  the  heads  of 
each  major  academic  area,  each 
member  of  the  twelve-man  com- 
mittee had  to  be  fully  aware  of 
the  standards  of  his  college  and 
sensitive  to  the  overall  philosophy 
of  the  University,  according  to 
Lynn  E.  Johnson,  admissions  and 
graduations  counselor. 


IN  THE  FACULTY  meetini 
April  29,  1965,  the  plan  was 
proved  and  submitted  to  the 
ministrative  Council.  Howe' 
even  though  the  administra 
was  “enthusiastic”  about  the  i 
program,  by  the  time  the  Cou 
approved  it  with  minor  chanj 
the  Board  of  Trustees  had  re( 
sed  for  the  summer.  All  m; 
policy  changes  must  go  thro 
the  Board. 


The  administration  had  realized 
that  the  graduation  requirements 
were  “possibly  excessive”,  that 
the  average  BYU  student  took 
140  credit  hours  to  get  his  degree, 
and  that  some  programs  were 
too  rigid.  President  Crockett 
charged  them  to  seek  carefully 
a way  to  “simplify,  reduce,  and 
make  more  flexible”  the  stan- 
dards.

House  Hands  Johnson 
Rejection  on  D.C.  Bill 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)— The 
House  rejected  Wednesday  an  ad- 
ministration-backed Home  Rule 
Bill  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  It 
adopted  instead  a substitute  call- 
ing for  a refrerendum  and  charter 
commission  to  plan  the  city’s  form 
of  government. 

THE  SUBSTITUTE  was  offered 
by  Rep.  B.  F.  Sisk,  D-Calif.  Sup- 
porters of  the  Administration  bill 
call  it  an  attempt  to  send  Home 
Rule  for  district  residents  to  the 
graveyard.  But  Sisk  defended  it  as 
a sincere  attempt  to  give  the  dis- 
trict Home  Rule  under  an  orderly 
procedure. 

Still  to  come  was  a vote  on  final 
passage.  But  in  spite  of  a confused 
parliamentary  situation,  it  seemed 
evident  from  the  preliminary  votes 
that  the  backers  of  straight-out 
home  rule  now  were  on  the  losing 
side. 

PRESIDENT  Johnson,  who  has 
gotten  just  about  everything  he 
wanted  from  Congress  this'  year, 
has  strongly  backed  the  home  rule 
now  plan.  The  President  had  used
